Finally,  I am  transmitting  for  your  consideration  the  agreement,  with  the  notable  changes  in  highlighted 
in  yellow.  I am  so  sorry  for  the  delay  as  I was  out  of  the  office  for  a couple  of  weeks  in  August. 


As  you  can  see,  much  of  the  changes  are  minor  and  related  to  nomenclature  or  exhibit  references, 
including: 


1.  Page  7,  under  "Furniture  Kit  Acquisition,  Deployment,  Cleaning  and  Maintenance": 

The  wording  clarifies  the  conditions  for  new/additional  furniture  that  the  BIDs  and  businesses  may  elect 
to  purchase  and  maintain,  above  and  beyond  the  existing  furniture  kits  that  LADOT  deployed  which 
LADOT  has  agreed  to  continue  to  manage.  This  is  consistent  with  previous  field  and  office  discussions. 


2.  Page  12,  Section  IV  - City  Responsibilities: 

The  wording  was  changed  as  follows:  "Plaza"  was  replaced  with  "Dress  Rehearsal."  "Corporation:  shall 
provide  regular  powerwashing  and  spotcleaning  of  surface"  was  added. 


3.  Page  15,  Section  VII  - List  of  Exhibits  (New) 

The  list  of  exhibits  was  missing  from  the  previous  version.  The  list  includes  the  Standard  Provisions  for 
City  Contracts,  which  are  part  of  normal  business  practice  for  contracts  in  the  City,  as  mentioned  at  our 
meeting.
